We had the pleasure of onee again witnessing a warm house at this 
Theatre ;—at half-price it may be said to have been a full one. The 
songs in the Opera of Guy Mannering were exceedingly well executed, 
aud several of them were rapturously encored. Mr. Harley’s person- 
ation of Dominie Sampson is, though much inferior to that of Liston, 
for no reason probable that could be assigned, than that we are more 
used to Liston in this character. He probably does not excite so 
great amusement by his manner of giving the exclamation, repeated 
till the jaded ear is sick, “ Prodigions !’—he, however, makes ample 
amends, by the justice which he does to the essentialities of the cha- 
racter, which, being that of a pedant, would fall in the hands of any 
man not possessing the advantages of a classical education. Miss 
Ciraddon is rapidly improving, and left an admiring audience nothing 
to desire in the songs committed to her execution. Mr. Tayleure dis- 
tinguished himself in Dandie Dinmont, aud received very marked as- 
surance of the satisfaction his performance gave ; this was particular 
in the scene with Meg Merrilies, which was very ably supported’ by 
Mrs. Bann.
